EDMONTON, May 26.— Premier 
Rutherford resigned at 11 o'clock to- 
day and Chief Justice SICton was im- 
mediately sworn in as premier. 

Tho new premier will have in his 
cabinet Judge Mitchell, of Medicine 
Hat, as attorney general, Hon Duncan 
Marshall as minister of agriculture, 
and another southern member, pos- 
sibly Dr. Swornock, as minister of 
public works. The new administration 
is made up entirely of Southern Al- 
berta Men. 

Premier Rutherford's resignation is 
the direct result of the scandal 
which has arisen In connection with 
the Alberta and Great Waterways 
railway deal. W. It. Clarke, un Am- 
erican promoter made an agreement, 
as will be remembered, with the Al- 
berta government by which a syndi- 
cate headed by Mr Clarke was to 
build a railway from Edmonton north- 
ward a distance of about 100 miles. 
The Interest on the bounds of this 
troad were lo be guaranteed by the 
government to the extent of 520,000 
a mile, the rate of interest being five 
per cent. 

In accordance with this agreement 
the bonds were actually issued and 
sold to the par value of $7,100,000 to 
the Morgans of New York. The bonds 
were promptly re-sold by the Mor- 
I gans on tho London market at a 
profit of ten per cent. ' . 

At this stage of the proceedings 
Hon. W. II. Gushing- resigned his 
portfolio. Ills reason was that the 
bargain was an utterly improvident 
one, that the road for which the gov- 
ernment was paying $20,000 per mile 
could be built for S16.000 per mile f.r 
less, and that the Clarke syndicate 
would not only pocket the difference, 
but was, moreover under no obligation 
to run tho road after it was con- 
structed Tile syndicate could and 
probably would build the road of tho 
cheapest posslblo material and leave 
the whole thing on tho government's 
hands. 

Mr. Cushing on his resignation car- 
cnrrled with him fourteen members 
of the Alberta legislature. These 
gentlemen have been known since as 
the insurgents. Their defection left 
the government In a very shady po- 
sition, and Premier Rutherford's dif- 
ficulties were further augmented by 
the resignation of Attorney General 
Cross on March 9 and the withdrawal 
of W. W". Buchanan, who was to have 
taken the portfolio of municipalities. 

Despite these difficulties Mr. Ruth- 
erford succeeded In clinging to oiilce. 
He staved off defeat for the time be- 
ing by protesting that there had been 
no graft In the matter so far as he 
was concerned, and by promising to 
appoint a royal commission to look 
Into the matter. A feeling that tho 
facts should be fully ascertained be- 
fore the Premier was finally con- 
demned was responsible for his be- 
ing still able to hold a majority. Tho 
royal commission was appointed, con- 
sisting of Judges Scott, Harvey and 
Beck. Their instructions were to en- 
quire generally Into the whole mat- 
ter, and especially as to whether any 
member of the government or legis- 
lature had received any financial con- 
sideration In connection with, or ex- 
pected any benefit from, the project. 

The commission got to work at 
once. Its first sessions were ;»t Ed- 
monton, and the enquiry was sailing 
smoothly along when suddenly a sen- 
sation was caused by the departure 
of W. R. Clarke for parts unknown, 
taking with him, as subsequently de- 
veloped, tho books and papers of the 
company. Although the commission 
was thus considerably handicapped in 
its enquiry, enough was brought out 
to put the government in a bad light, 
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and the conviction became general 
that the bargain they had made was 
a very improvident one; that, in fact, 
if there had been no dishonesty in 
high places there had certainly been 
a most deplorable exhibition of inca- 
pacity. 

From, that time it has been evident 
that Premier Rutherford had to go. 
Ho has rotalned his position during 
the past few weeks only because thero 
was difficulty In picking a successor 
who could reconcile the warring ele- 
ments among the government sup- 
porters. Chief Justice Slfton's namo 
has been frequently mentioned in this 
connection during the past few days, 
and it Is understood that ho finally 
consented to take tho office only on 
condition that the bargain made with 
the Albertan and Great Waterways 
Company shall be cancolled; There 
is still some doubt as to whether W. 
H. dishing" will consent to act with 
the new government. 

Hon. Alex. Rutherford was the first, 
and, until today, the only, man to bo 
premier of Alberta. He was first 
elected to the territorial legislature 
for Strathcona In 1902, nnd was depu- 
ty Speaker in the last legislature of 
the Northwest Territories. He was 
called upon to assume tho premier- 
ship of Alberta upon the formation of 
the province In 1005, and was sworn 
in on September lith of that year. In 
addition of being premier he held the 
otlicees of provincial treasurer and 
minister of education. His govern- 
ment was sustained at tho general 
election of 1905 and again at the elec- 
tion of 1909. He is llfty-two years 
of ago. 

Arthur Sifton, the new premier, Is 
a brother of Hon. Clifford Sifton and 
son of J. W. Sifton, of Winnipeg. He 
resides at Calgary. He was a mem- 
ber of tho old territorial legislature, 
and on his retirement was elevated 
to tho bench of the territorial court 
and became chief justice of Alberta 
at the time of tho organization of the 
province. 

Queen Mary's Birthday

ST. PETERSBURG, May. 2C— Tho 
exodus of Jews is compulsory, and in 
fulfilment of tho order of the Russian 
government that all Jews, who can- 
not establish *a legal claim to resi- 
dence outside tho .pale return forth- 
with to the confines defined, in the 
original Jewish segregation law.. Tho 
pale was formed by the Polish pro- 
vinces and the Ukraine. 

The scenes in the streets of Kiev 
yesterday were affecting. Tho evicted 
ones were veritable paupers, lacking 
all means of sustenance. For tho 
moment the Jewish families possess- 
ing some means were undisturbed. 
Throughout the day a straggling train 
of wagons passed out of the city car- 
rying tho miserable household effects 
of the banished. All was confusion. 
Sobbing women, clinging to their lit- 
tle ones, and sad-faced men were alike 
escorted outside the town limits, and 
were told to return to the places of 
their birth. 

A different procedure is adopted to- 
wards the Jews who have some 
wealth. They, however, are put to 
great expense, being obliged to return 
to their native towns to secure new 
permits for a visit to Kiev on the 
grounds of urgent personal business. 
These permits are Issued for limited 
terms, and so require a renewal. 

ORANGE GRAND LODGE 

Protest Made Against Proposal to 
Change Coronation Oath — Com- 
plaint Against Railways. 

BRANTFORD, Out., May 2C— In 
addressing the opening session of the 
eighty-first annual meeting of tho 
Grand Orange Lodge of British Am- 
erica yesterday, Dr. .T S. Sproule, M. 
P., grand master, opposed the request 
of French Canadians In Ontario for 
the teaching of the French language 
in public schools of the province. 
Speaking of the proposal to modify 
the King'.s accession oath. Dr Sproule 
said that until the Pope cancels the 
oatli taken by the Jesuits lie has no 
right to ask for a change in the oath 
of the sovereign of Great Britain. Tho 
Jesuit bishops are made to swear that 
they believe the Pope has the right to 
depose kings and governments. AVhile 
this claim exists said Dr. Sproulo, it 
Is necessnry that all who admit it shall 
lie excluded from ascending the throne 
of tho British Empire, and in no other 
way can this be dono so successfgully 
as by retaining the accession oath in 
its present form. 

At the afternoon session of tho 
Orange grand lodge a resolution was 
adopted protesting against any change 
in the coronation oath. A petition to 
Kinrr George V is also being circu- 
lated praying his majesty and the 
privy council to retain the oath in 
its present form. "Wo are moved to 
do this by the fact that in our judg- 
ment the present demands have for 
their ultimate design the entire re- 
moval of the safeguards which now 
secure a Protestant succession to tho 
throne of Great Britain and thus en- 
danger the independence of tho Em- 
pire." 

Bitter complaint was mado that tho 
railways of Canada refused to grant 
special rates for Orangemen on July 
12th, or any other day near it, but 
readily grant special rates to Roman 
Catholic societies. A committee was 
appointed to deal with the matter. 

A committee will likely be appoint- 
ed to formulato a political platform 
to bo submitted next year. The ses- 
sion will conclude- tomorrow. 




Contractors Invited to Figure 
on Construction of First 
Sixty-Mile Section of Road 
in British Columbia

TORONTO, May 26 — Mackenzie, 
Mann & Co. are calling for tenders 
for the building of tho first sixty 
miles of their road in British Colum- 
bia. Construction will be from tho 
coast eastward, starting at Port Mann. 

Tonders are also being asked for 
tho railway between Virginia and Du- 
luth In Minnesota, a distance of about 
seventy-five miles. 

This statement dealing with the 
linking up of the Canadian Northern 
lines in the west, was made to your 
correspondent by D. D. Mar.n, vice- 
president of the system, today. The 
piece of road for which tenders were 
to bo asked in tho coast province 
should not present very great diffi- 
culties in construction, he said. It 
is their intention to push the work 
with all despatch. 

It had been thought that no an- 
nouncement of. work In British Co- 
lumbia would be mado until William 
Mackenzie, president of the Canadian 
Northern Railway, who is in England 
at present, had returned. 

Mr. Mann's statement is under- 
stood to mean that no time will bo 
lost in the carrying out of their con- 
tract with .the Brlitsh Columbia Gov- 
ernment. 

Construction of the Virglnia-Duluth 
line will give tho C. N. R. close con- 
nections with the Chicago & North- 
western Railway at 'Chicago. It Ib 
understood the necessary arrange- 
arrangemonts have been made be-> 
tween ■ the companies. It will also 
give the C. N. R. a through lino from 
Duluth to Winnipeg and the west. 



TALE OF PIRACY 



Arrest of Man Accused of Stealing 
Steam Yacht at Parry Sound Six 
Years Ago 



TORONTO, May 20 — A daring act 
of piracy on the waters of Lake Huron 
which has baffled tho authorities for 
six years, has just been solved by the 
arrest of Capt. A .W ,K. Hopps by the 
provincial police, and his ' confession 
as told in the official records, has all 
the thrill of the adventure novels. 

On the night of September 4th, 1904, 
the steam yacht Ophir, owned by Mil- 
ton Pearce, of Parry Sound, was 
boarded by two men from tho tug 
Pilot Through an ugly storm and 
In the darkness they struck out into 
the lake in the craft they had seized, 
and were no more heard of. Ono of 
the men in question was recognized 
as Skipper Hopps. 

The case baffled tho Attorney-Gen- 
eral's Department, to which it was re- 
ported at the time, but some months 
after it was learned that a yacht an- 
swering the description of the miss- 
ing Ophir had landed at Glen Arbor, 
Mich., displaying a newly polished 
and painted exterior and sailing un- 
der the name of the Erie. Nothing, 
however, was heard of Hopps. Last 
week Provincial Officer Conway re- 
ported that Hopps had unexpectedly 
turned up in the Georgia Bay district 
and Superintendent Rogers directed 
his arrest. Hopps admitted that he 
took the yacht with another man, but 
claimed he believed ills companion to 
be the owner. He will be placed on 
trial at Parry Sound. 



British Bark Swanhilda Strikes 
Shore at Southwest Extrem- 
ity of Terra del Fuego — 
Captain Among Victims 



PUNTA ARENAS, May 26 — Tho 
British bark Swanhilda has been 
wrecked on Staten Island, tho south- 
west extremity of Terra del Fuego, 
and Captain Payne, his wife and child 
and thirteen others have been drown- 
ed. 

The Swanhilda sailed from Cardiff 
on March 15th for the west coast of 
South America.

Dean Weldon, of Dalhousie Univer- 
sity, Nova Scotia, it Is understood has 
been honored by his brother commis- 
sioners In being selected as chairman, 
while Principal Murray, of Saskatche- 
wan University, will -act as the Com- 
mission's socrotary. Tho intention 
is, after viewing suggested sites in 
this vicinity and hearing such repre- 
sentations as may be made with re- 
spect to tho special advantages of 
Victoria as a location for the future 
seat of higher education in British 
Columbia, that tho Commission shall 
visit Duncan, Ladysmith, Nanaimo 
and Albernl, thus closing their inves- 
tigations on. Vancouver Island before 
proceeding to the mainland. Due no- 
tice of the arrangement of the sub- 
sequent itinerary will be given out so 
soon as it has been decided upon by 
the Commissioners, the expectation 
being that it will be initiated with 
sittings at Vancouver and other 
points on the lower mainland.

BOY FIEND ARRESTED 



St. John Lad Who Made Practice of 
Torturing Little Children — 
Dime Novel Patron. 



ST. JOHN, N. B., May 20.— The po- 
lico this morning mado a sensational 
arrost of tho boy fiend who has been 
torturing children In this vicinity for 
tho past fow weeks. He is Charles Mc- 
Laughlin, 16 years of age, and be was 
arrested in his home this morning after 
he had jumped from a high window 
in an attempt to escape. The boy was 
taken to tho police statlop and posi- 
tively identified by the children ho ill- 
treated. No case for a long time has 
caused such a sensation as tills one. 
McLauglin, who is a dime novel fiend, 
approached little children on tho streets, 
and by the promise of candy would in- 
duce them to accompany him to se- 
cluded plncos and then would strip 
thorn of their clothing and beat thorn 
almost into 'nsensibtllty. Four cases 
aro already reported against him, and 
thero may be more. In all tlio cases his 
method was tho same, and the children 
beaten by him were very serloiiBly In- 
jured. In at least one case, that of 
James Ingram, 7 years old, it was 
feared that the boy would die, as lie 
was very badly beaten and frightened. 
When arrested McLauglin first denied 
the charges, but when ho was con- 
fronted by his little victims lie broke 
down and confessed. He could give no 
reason for his actions.

French Naval Vessel Sent lo 
Bottom of English Channel 
by Blow from Paddle Wheel 
of Passenger Steamer 



NO HOPE FOR MEM 

IS ENTERTAINED 



Three Officers and 24 of Crew 
Are Victims — Under Cur- 
rents Prevent Divers From 
Reaching Vessel 



CALAIS, Franco, May 26. — Another 
French submarine, the Pluviose, with 
all her crow aboard, lies tonight in 
thirty fathoms of water in the English 
channel. She was sent there by tho 
cross-channel steamer Pas de Calais, 
which, crowded with passengers bound 
for Dover, struck the partly submerged 
Pluviose when about two. miles from 
tho harbor. 

Accounts differ as to the cause of the 
accident. Admiral Bournler has ex- 
pressed the opinion that the submarine 
attempted to pass beneath the steamer, 
while other officials think that the Plu- 
viose, after a long dive, came up by 
chance directly • under the paddle- 
wheels. 

The shock of the contact brought the 
passengers to the steamer's rails, and 
they saw almost instantly the hull of 
the submarine rolling about as though 
trying to right herself. A boat was 
hastily launched, but the foundering 
craft, which seemed to have been hit, 
turtled over partly and disappeared, 
blgnals of distress from the steamer 
Pas do Calais, which was making water 
rapidly, brought two lugs to the scene, 
and later a torpedo boat destroyer put 
out and anchored near where the Plu- 
vloso had gone down. Within an hour 
or two a wrecking vessel was lying near 
the destroyer and her crew wero mak- 
ing hasty preparations to- send down 
divers to locate the , ill-fated subma- 
rine, entombed in .which are three offi- 
cers and twenty-four men. 

After fruitless efforts mado to reach 
the 27 entombed men in the submarine, 
hope has been practically given up of 
bringing them to the surface alive. 

A powerful undercurrent balked tho 
divers In their attempt- this ovenlng to 
reach the Pluviose, and if tho impris- 
oned men are not already dead, it is 
almost certain that the delay will prove 
fatal. Tlio submarine lies In many 
fathoms of water, and the divers wore 
unable to descend only a short distance. 
Powerful dredges and machinery -will 
arrive from Cherbourg In the morning, 
when all efforts will be centered In a 
final attempt to reach the ill-fated 
craft and bring her to the surface. Tho 
general ihar is entertained the Pluviose 
received a vital blow from the paddle- 
wheels of tho Pas de Calais, and that 
some of her plates wero crushed. Even 
If the crew succeeded in closing her 
water-tight compartments, they will not 
be able to survive for any great length 
of time. 

Of the 27 men in tho Pluviose, threo 
wore officers, including Commander 
Prat of the submarine division of Ca- 
lais. 

Diver Hears Rappings 

PARIS, May 27.— A special to tho 
Matin from Calais says that chains 
have been attached to the submarine 
Pluviose. A despatch to tho Journal 
says that a torpedo boat destroyer has 
reported that a diver reached the 
Pluviose at nightfall and heard rap- 
pings in the interior. 



MURDER MYSTERY SOLVED 



Two Soldiers Convicted of Killing 
Madame Gouin, Widow of 
Wealthy Paris Banker. 

PARIS, May 2 6. — Tho two soldiers, 
Graby and Michel, charged with the 
murder of Mine. Gouin, widow of 
Jules Edouard Gouin, a former gov- 
ernor of the Bank of France, were con- 
victed by court martial today, Graby 
Being sentenced to death and Michel 
to twenty years' imprisonment. The 
imprint of a bloody finger on a mil- 
itary ticket taken up on the train on 
which Mme, Gouin was travelling on 
December 16 last led to the solving 
of the mystery of her death. Mme. 
Gouln's body was found under a train 
from Paris on that day. Tho clue of 
tlio finger marks was followed by tho 
police, and they succeeded in finding 
a former comrade of the two soldiers 
who declared that he saw them em- 
bark on this train. Graby and Michel 
wero arrested, and when confronted 
with the witness they broke down 
and made a full confession. They 
beat the woman into insensibility, 
robbed her of her Jewels and then', 
threw her from tho train. 



Old Brockvillo Citizen Dead 

BROCKVILLT, May 26.— Tho deaths 
occurred today of Samuel Connor, foil 
thirty years a prominent hotelkooper 
of Brockvillo. In turn ho was pro- 
prietor of the Commercial, Grand Con- 
tral and Revere, owning tho latter 
hostelry at tho time of his death. De- 
ceased received his early training at 
Frankville, where ho was engaged in 
other commercial pursuits. Ho %vus 
also an -sx-clerk of tho township of 
Kitley, and was prominently identi- 
fied with several fraternal societies, 
including tho Masonic order.

If WAS A CRUEL 
HOAX, WAS THIS 

And Whoever Played it on tho 
Civic Heads Succeeded Re- 
markably Well in 'His En- 
deavours 



'TIs all over now, and those few 
civic ofiiciais who wore "In tho know" 
are breathing more easily, and con- 
gratulating themsolvoH on tho fact 
thai, to tho other numerous alleged 
drawbacks of the famous work on the 
top of Smith's Hill there was not add- 
ed another element which, had the 
public become seized of the- Informa- 
tion, would doubtless have proved the 
last straw to the camel's back, and 
nothing but tho riot call would have 
appeased tho wrath of the populace,! 
and Smith's mil aqua pura would not 
have passed muster In a desert. 

But the threatened calamity failed I 
to materialize. In fact it proved 
wholly without foundation, but for 11 1 
time It kept the civic heads, or at 
least a number of them, guessing, and 
the real history of a miniature panic 1 
In civic circles was kept dark. It 
happened In this way, 

Some one, now believed to have j 
been a practical joker without any 
Boi.se of civic dignity or decorum, audi 
without any regard for nerves already 
on edge, by reason of the fierce battle 
then raging over the merits, or rather 
supposed demerits, of ti e big recep- 
tacle, telephoned a head of one of the | 
city departments tendering thoatartl- 
ing information that the badly de- 
composed body of a dead Chinaman 
bad just been discovered in the 
Smith's Hill reservoir. All thought of 
a leakage of 300, U00 gallons, more or 
less per diem, defective joints, sun 
cracks, porus concrete, etc., the bane 
of the civic life at that particular 
time, vanished from his mind us his 
imagination dwelt upon the picture of 
human body reposing at the bottom 
of the city's drinking supply. Per- 
haps that was why some of the local 
medical fraternity had cast doubts 
upon the quality of Elk lake Water. 
Anyway the mayor should be inform- 
ed. And His Worship was promptly 
notified of the horrible truth. What 
wus to be done? It would never do 
to let the public know. Chief of Police 
Langley was summoned, and after a 
council of war It was decided to en- 
list the assistance of a collide of 
trusted police olliclals, and by 11 cir- 
cuitous route to make a descent, or 
rather assent, upon the reservoir and 
remore the offending corpse. 

Grappling Irons 

At that time there was water in the 
reservoir— at least a little of it—and 
grappling irons were suggested. The 
chief went on a chase for these neces- 
sary instruments, but none could be 
found. Then someone suggested that 
as there would be an inquest tho 
ilimipj of the individual who telephon- 
ed in the news should be secured, and 
the k'not of olliclals, headed 1 by tho 
mayor, waited upon the employee who 
had received the message.

Ord to the head- 
quarters hall went the procession, 
mystery writ clear on all faces, but 
all pledged to secrecy, 

Fire Chief Davis, always polite, 
greeted the deputation, and visions of 
more apparatus and an early settle-* 
ment of the high pressure pumps 
tangle lioated through his mind. Had 
he heard of n body In the reservoir? 
Had he telephoned about it? Well he 
should say he had not. But at this 
stage another feature to tho case Im- 
pressed Itself upon the minds of the 
anxious group. The chief, as a true 
fireman, did not appear impressed 
with the possible contamination of tho 
drinking supply. But what if the 
body cut off the supply of water for 
fire fighting purposes. More consul- 
tation took place, and it was deckled 
to secure a hack and two of tho offi- 
cers were to go out and get t lie re- 
mains from the water as soon as pos- 
sible. The procedure was to be no 
open one. out the Jehu was to be told 
to stop some distance from the reser- 
voir, and the seekers after the offend- 
ing corpse were to proceed alone to 
the spot, It would never do to alarm 
the citizens and have the purity of 
the city's water supply doubted, and 
It was the opinion that the known 
presence of a decomposed body In tho 
reservoir would not Improve the al- 
ready much discussed reservoir tangle. 

The programme, it Is stated, was 
carried out as .arranged, the forced 
march made, and anxious eyes scann- 
ed the surface of the placid waters. 
There was no body therein. Xow who 
perpetrated the hoax? All this hap- 
pened, it is asserted, somewhere In the 
vicinity of April 1. 




CASTAWAYS RESCUED 



Surveyors Who Tried to Voyage from 
Stewart to Prince Rupert Wreck- 
ed on Island. 



PORT SIMPSON', May 2G. — T. W. 
Agnew and ids partner. Prince Rupert 
surveyors, were rescued yesterday 
morning by William Hamilton. The 
young men left Stewart City two 
weeks ago In a gasoline launch bound 
for Prince Rupert and were wrecked 
on one of the Alaskan islands. 

In tlie meantime, the. men not ar- 
riving at Rupert, search launches 
were started out and among them Mr. 
Hamilton, who picked up the missing 
men at 3 o'clock in tho morning drift- 
ing on a raft In the Nnas Straits. 

They were almost dead from hun- 
ger and exposure, having lived on 
mussels and lost part of their clothing 
or used It to fasten the small raft to- 
gether. Shortly after their arrival 
here Mr. Hamilton took the sick men 
on to Rupert.

Rev, A, J, Doull to Be Institut- 
ed as Rector of Cathedral 
on Sunday— A Man of Like- 
able Personality 



A man of keen and liketiblo person 
allty, possessed of a bonliommie suffic- 
ient to make him extremely popular 
among all sections of Victiorlans, tho 
Rev, A. J. Doull, formerly of the West- 
mount pariah church, Montreal, has ar- 
rived In Victoria to assumo the rector- 
ship of Christ Church Cathedral and ^o 
become Dean of Columbia. His insti- 
tution in tho former position will take 
placo on Sunday. The Induction as 
Dean of tho Cathedral will be held In 
the course of tho next few months. 

In the courso of conversation, Mr. 
Doull stated that It wns sltxeen years 
slnco ho had visited Victoria, or the 
Canndlan West, and ho saw many 
changes since that time. Victoria, he 
said, seemed to havo gone ahead eonslc! 
erably. He had always heard that this 
city was an ideal one, and he looked 
forward to living here with a keen 
sense of satisfaction. He wns deeply 
touched by tho cordial welcome which 
he had received on his arrival, tho 
Right Rev. Bishop Perrin and the mem- 
bers of the church committee being on 
the wharf to give him greeting. 

Asked about his congregation at the 
Church of the Advent, Wostmount, Mr. 
Doull said that it was principally com- 
posed of young people of tho well-to-do 
middle class. Wostmount was one of 
tho most desirable suburbs of Mon- 
treal, and his tlmo spent there, a period 
of ten years, had boen one of unalloyed 
pleasure.

Settlement of Stewart Railway 
Terminal Question Assured 
—Dock Building Pians Pro- 
ceed 



The Important question of railway 
terminals at the now Portland Canal 
town of Stowart, at present looming 
large in the public eye, was recently 
beforo tho Provincial Executive, Mr. 
Grant, who is in charge of Mr. D. rj. 
Mann's development programme in the 
north, urging the necessity of some 
immediate arrangement In order that 
full advantage may be taken of the 
short-lived summer in tho construuc- 
tlon of dock facilities which are a first 
necessity. Several of tho indirectly in- 
terested mining companies were' also 
represented at the conference with the 
Premier and his ministers, and. it Js 



understood that ait arrangement was 
practically reached whereby the appli- 
cants will obtain a lease of a portion 
of the foreshore at Stewart, in addi- 
tion to such other rights as it may ac- 
quire under tho Railway Act as right- 
of-way approach to the water. 

As a result of this arrangement Mr. 
Grant will be able to proceed -with his 
dock building plans at once, the mag- 
nitude of the contemplated works be- 
ing indicated in the fact that it is pro- 
posed to expend approximately $80,000 
this summer in order to provide facili- 
ties for discharging supplies required 
for the construction and equipment of 
the smelter and two lines of railway 
that are to bring the ores of the con- 
tiguous camps as tribute to tho busi- 
ness of the new northern city.

There are 240 lots 
in all, but quite a number have been 
withdrawn from sale by tho Govern- 
ment in order that they may be utilized 
as sites for necessary Provincial 
buildings. 



MAY BE THIEF WHO 



Polite Crook Arrested at Bell- 
ingham Used Same Methods 
As Man Sought by the Local 
Police 



While the local police authorities 
are nuturally disappointed that they 
failed to corall the bold and extremely 
polite sneak thief who operated hero 
about two weeks ago, and made ills 
exit from the clutches ot tho law offi- 
cers purely through Ills supremo 
nerve, tho hard feelings they bear 
against the crook have been some- 
what allayed by the news that a thief 
following exactly the same tactics as 
were adopted by tho man hero, has 
been captured at Belllngham, and tho 
account of the methods used by the 
aeross-the-boundary criminal would 
Indicate thut the two aro one and the 
same person. 

The crook who operated here did 
his work along somewhat novel lines. 
He entered five residences during the 
daylight hours, and in four of .them he 
was seen and accosted by occupants 
of t7io houses. In oach case he de- 
clared he had been directed to tho 
house as that of an old acquaintance, 
and he expressed great surprise and 
many apologies for his Intrusion. Jn 
each case his excuses wero accepted 
by the hospitable owners of the house, 
and in each case he managed during 
his expressions of regret to back out 
into the open and make away with 
more or less valuable property in his 
possession. The houses entered by 
tho smooth thi%t wero those of Fred 
Davey, M. P. P., Hillside avenue; Mrs. 
McDonald, Elliott" street; Mrs. Wold- 
ridge, Blanchard street; Mrs. Gordon, 
Blanchard street, «'ftri£|i Mrs. Baker, 
John street. The aggregate value of 
the stuff stolen from all five houses 
was not large, and the regret of tha 
owners at the loss of their valuables 
was somewhat mitigated by reason of 
the novel experience of meeting such 
u polite and engaging criminal. 

Immediately tho thefts were discov- 
ered tho police were notified, but the 
thief made his escape from the city. 
Somo of the victimized ones described 
the Intruder as wearing a straw hat. 
Others said he wore a soft felt head- 
piece, while he was variously describ- 
ed as being cleanshaven and as wear- 
ing a beard. 

The police have been notified of the 
arrest on Tuesday at Belllngham, of 
a thief giving his name as E. Wyman, 
who was arrested after a chase fol- 
lowing an attempt to ransack a resi- 
dence In that city. Ho was' found in 
tho upstairs portion of the house, and 
when asked his Lusiness stated that 
ho must have made a mistake, but he 
thought he had entered the boarding 
house of his old time friend. He was 
chased, however, and caught, and 
when searched a valuable stick pin 
belonging to the womf.n who accosted 
him In her house was discovered. 

From tho similarity of the methods 
adopted here und in Belllngham the 
local police believe the thief who oper- 
ated here to be the same Individual 
who is now behind the bars at Bel- 
llngham.

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UNIVERSITY COMMISSION 

The Commission appointed to aelent 
a site for Die University of British 
Columbia will hold a session iiv the 
Cabinet Chamber on Monday, at 10.30 
a.m., when the case for the city of Vic- 
toria will come before them. 

The question which tiio Commission- 
ers have to determine Is one of very 
great importance. The suggestion that 
the selection should be left to a Com- 
mission of expert educationalists 
emanated from Victoria, it being felt 
by the Citizens' Committee, which had 
the matter In charge, that a question 
Of this nature ought to be taken out 
of the sphere of politics. It Is fair to 
say that a canvass of the Legislature 
made at the time showed a majority 
of the members to be ill favor of this 
city as the- site, but the committee felt 
that of necessity Individual predilec- 
tions would to a considerable extent 
influence the opinions of members, and 
it was therefore proposed to the gov- 
ernment that Commissioners should be 
named to make the selection, who 
would be free from any preconceived 
ideas regarding the several available 
localities. 

Naturally the Colonist favors the lo- 
cation of the University in the vicinity 
of this city, but it believes that on the 
simple question: What point in British 
Columbia possesses the greatest advan- 
tages as the site of a groat educational 
Institution? the answer would be-fav- 
orable to its claim. The fact that the 
officers of the Hudsons' Bay Com- 
pany, with the whole coast to choose 
from, selected this point as their head- 
quarters, the selection of Victoria as 
the capital of the combined provinces 
of Vancouver Island and British Col- 
umbia, the determination arrived at 
when the Parliament Buildings were 
constructed that this should be the 
permanent capital of the Province, the 
choice of the vicinity of. Victoria by 
the Ad miralty, as the headquarters of 
the North Pacific squadron combine to 
establish that Victoria has certain ex- 
ceptional advantages over every other 
place in British Columbia The con- 
census or opinion ever since the white 
settlement of this coast began has 
been in favor of Victoria as the best 
available point for important public 
establishments, and while we do not 
claim that the facts above cited afford 
a conclusive argument, they do afford 
some guide to gentlemen who in their 
decision will doubtless be governed by 
considerations of a permanent char- 
acter. 

Wo shall not endeavor, to anticipate 
the arguments that will be addressed 
to the Commissioners on Monday next, 
conceding all that may be claimed for 
other localities, the vicinity of Victoria 
has no rival in what seem to b e the 
essential factors in the case. This re- 
ference is only intended, to emphasize 
the fact that •'the people of this city, 
actuated by what we think will be 
conceded to be a laudable public spirit, 
asked itho government to have the 
question of site' determined on its mer- 
its alone, and that they are confident 
the Commissioners will deal wisely 
and impartially with the question pro- 
blem presented to them. • 

, EXCESSIVE SPEED 

Our friend Major Dupont writes to 
a contemporary reflecting upon what 
he seoma to regard as the Colonist's 
attitude, towards reckless motoring. 
We sympathize with his feelings on 
the subject under the special circum- 
stances, 1 but think he has uninten- 
tionally done us an injustice. No 
paper In British Columbia has more 
vehemently condemned reckless mo- 
toring than the Colonist; but we have 
pointed out that the prime purpose 
of the carriage way In streets Is for 
vehicular trafllc, and that the public 
must learn to adapt itself to changes 
in the volume and methods of such 
trafllc. We have also pointed out 
that motorists and till other persons 
In charge of vehicles ought to be held 
to the exercise of extreme care. 
Speed is not the only thing to be con- 
sidered. For example: A few clays 
ago, when about fifty people were 
leaving an Esquimau car on Govern- 
ment street and an equal number 
were crossing from the sidewalk to 
take the car, two waggons wore driv- 
en through the crowd at a moderate 
rate of speed. Great indignation was 
expressed by many persons who with 
some difficulty avoided being struck 
by either the horses or the vehicles. 
If two chauffeurs had acted as the. 
drivers of these vehicles did, there 
would have been half a dozen letters 
In the papers about It. No vehicle 
should be driven through a crowd un- 
less the conditions are exceptional, 
and no vehicle should be driven In the 
public streets so rapidly that it can- 
not bo brought to a stop, if neces- 
sary, at any street crossing where 



pedestrians have by law the right of 
way. We think we state the law 
correctly when we say that at all 
street crossings and all street inter- 
sections the burden of responsibility 
rests upon the person in charge of a 
vehicle, but that in other parts of the 
street it rests upon pedestrians, But 
to this wo add that in all places 
there is a duty resting upon the per- 
son in charge of a vehicle, whether 
it Is self-propelling or is drawn by 
horses, to so use It that, while exer- 
cising Ills own rights, he shall not 
endanger the safety of others. 

Along country roads It Is evident 
that the same course of conduct can- 
not be Insisted upon as is necessary 
In a city. But the same general 
principle applies. Wo regret to say 
that it is very often grossly disre- 
garded. There can be no objection to 
n motor, a horse, or a motor-cycle 
being driven along a straight CiiiH'.Uy 
road at a good rate of speed when 
there is nothing in sight that may be 
endangered thereby. But overyoue 
knows that motorists and motor-cy- 
clists are given to "showing off." 
They seem to derive a species of sat- 
isfaction from Hying past pedestrians 
or slowly-moving carriages. Every 
one, who has ever held the reins over 
a fast pair of horses, knows the feel- 
ing of exhilaration caused by rapidly 
passing someone else. The chauffeur 
or cyclist, who goes through a group 
of people and carriages on a country 
road at a speed that Is dangerous, is 
not necessarily a reckless or thought- 
less person. He Is usually only 
"showing off." Hut it is a very bad 
practice, and ought to bo discounten- 
anced In every way. If a motorist 
should turn the bend In a road at 
needlessly high speed and thereby 
occasion an accident, we think there 
would-be no question whatever as to 
his liability both civilly and criminal- 
ly. 



NEGOTIATION OF TREATIES 

Theoretically all treaties entered 
Into by the British nation are agree- 
ments made by the King with the 
ruling authority of other nations. 
From time immemorial, however, the 
negotiations have been entrusted to 
representatives of the King, for rea- 
sons that are obvious. With the ad- 
vent of parliamentary government, or, 
as we say in Canada, responsible gov- 
ernment, the ministry of the day has 
assumed the charge of such negotia- 
tions, but that the treaties themselves 
are not parliamentary acts is shown 
by the fact that they come into forco 
without ratification by Parliament, 
unless the contrary shall be provided 
in the treaties themselves. 

The King is as much king of Can- 
ada as he Is of the United Kingdom. 
His prerogatives are exercised in this 
country by a governor-general, but 
this is only for convenience. The 
members of the Canadian ministry are 
as much ministers of the Crown as 
are the members of the British min- 
istry. The scope of their jurisdiction 
is not a.s wide as that of the latter, 
but so far as it does extend they aro 
on an eciual footing with the others. 
The ministry, or cabinet, may bo 
loosely described as a committee of 
the Privy Council, which body con- 
sists of a certain number of persons 
whom the Crown has summoned from 
time to time to advise it on matters 
of state. There is a Privy Council for 
Canada, and with that Council, or in 
practice with that group of Privy 
Councillors who constitute the Cab- 
inet, the Crown consults on all mat- 
ters affecting the Dominion. We have 
therefore in Canada all the machinery 
cisxting in the United Kingdom for 
the exercise of every act of the royal 
prerogative including the negotiation 
of treaties. What can be more reason- 
able than that the Crown should ex- 
ercise through its Canadian ministers 
the treaty-making power so far as it 
relates to the affairs of Canada'.' 

If the old rule was continued and 
the home government retained the 
treaty-making power so far as it re- 
lates to the self-governing over-seas 
Dominions the basis of the Empire 
would no longer be, to use Lord M li- 
ner's apt phrase, a partnership be- 
tween equals. 

We think we see in the devolution 
of the treaty-making power upon the 
ministries of the over-seas Dominions 
an . exceedingly interesting and im- 
portant phase of imperial develop- 
ment. It Is in a sense unique; but 
the vvhole imperial fabric is unique. 



RECIPROCITY 

The Canadian Courier is very frank 
i in its espousal of reciprocity with the 
i United States. It thinks the majority 
of the farmers want it, because it be- 
lieves they are free traders. It thinks 
the general public will welcome It be- 
cause they want United States goods. 
It does not believe the press will oppose 
It, because it says Canadian manufac- 
turers do not advertise while United 
States manufacturers do so very liber- 
ally. We shall not pretend to estimate 
how far this last mentioned consider- 
ation will afreet the Courier, but we 
do not think it will weigh much with 
newspapers generally. We think the 
press will be disposed to look upon the 
question from the broad standpoint of 
public policy. While there will be more 
or less of an attempt on the part of 
some papers to convert the question 
into a party issue, the majority of 
them will, we are satisfied, endeavor 
to reach a conclusion from an exami- 
nation of the merits. A.s yet there has 
been no declaration of policy from Mr. 
R, L. Borden. There Is a very good 
reason for this apart from the state 
of his health, which has been unsatis- 



factory for several weeks. It Is no part 
of his duty as" a party leader to declur6 
In advance his attitude towards a pos- 
sible issue. It Is equally true that Sir 
Wilfrid Laurler has not as yet defined 
his position. He has not, so far as 
any public statement goes, even said 
that the Canadian government Is pre- 
pared to discuss the subject, although 
in the absence of any pronouncement 
it seems safe to assume that when 
President Taft extends his invitation 
to a conference, it will be accepted. 

The question of reciprocity with the 
United States is far from being a sim- 
ple one. The Colonist has endeavored 
to reach a conclusion on It, but not 
with aa full a degree of success as It 
could wish. We find at the very out- 
set a difficulty that Is hard to over- 
come. The motive behind the proposed 
negotiations is a desire on the part of 
the United States to exploit the na- 
tural resources of Canada and sell 
manufactured products to the growing 
population of this country. They would 
be content If they could got our raw 
materials froe, but they would be bet- 
ter pleased, very naturally, If after 
they have supplied the home demand 
for finished products, they could send 
their surplus Into Canada. This de- 
sire is easily understood, and from 
the standpoint of the United States 
manufacturer Is very desirable. Hut 
we In Canada must look upon the ques- 
tion from our own point of view. Our 
neighbors consider it from theirs, and 
they cannot reasonably object to our 
following their example. 

Do Canadians desire to see their 
natural resources exported from the 
country as raw material? We think 
there can be only one answer to this 
question, namely a negative. Our 
leading exportable natural product 
at the present time Is lumber, either 
In the form of saw logs or pulp wood. 
The United States supply of these ar- 
ticles has been greatly reduced, and is 
in fact fast approaching the line of ex- 
haustion. There will be strong oppoo- 
sition to any proposal that will involve 
the free export of logs and pulp wood 
from Canada. It may bo claimed that 
if the United States admits pulp and 
paper free ond sawn lumber free, mills 
will be erected in Canada to supply 
the demand for finished products In 
that country, for the reason that it will 
be cheaper to bring the mills to the 
lumber than to take the lumber to 
the mills. Here is a .specific question 
upon which it ought to be possible to 
reach a definite conclusion. We feel 
confident, speaking for the local situa- 
tion, that If the export of saw logs from 
British Columbia were permitted, a 
large business in that Jlne would spring 
up. We are also confident that If 
manufactured lumber were admitted 
into the United States free of duty 
a number of large saw mills would be 
established in this province by the 
American owners of timber limits. Lo- 
cally the pulpwood question has no 
great present interest, for there Is no 
shortage of pulpwood In Washington 
and Oregon. It is for the people of 
British Columbia to consider if they 
would be benefited by free trade in 
lumber with their neighbors. We are 
only going to state the question this 
morning and not attempt to answer it. 

This br'.uss us to another question 
that must be disposed of before a re- 
ciprocity treaty can be negotiated. The 
provinces of Nova Scotia, New Bruns- 
wick, Quebec, Ontario and British Col- 
ombia own the Crown lands within 
their several jurisdictions. They have 
the authority to prescribe the condi- 
tions under which timber on such 
lands shall be cut, and, if they choose 
to say that it shall not be cut for ex- 
port in its raw state, they have a per- 
fect right to do so. It is certain that 
one of the things which the United 
States will ask will be freedom of ex- 
port from Canada of saw logs and pulp 
wood. We think we may assume that 
the provincial governments have not 
yet been approached by the Dominion 
government upon this aspect of the 
case, and yet it seems to us that the 
consent of the provincial governments 
is a condition precedent to the nego- 
tiation of any reciprocity treaty in- 
volving the products of the forest.

It is to be assumed that 
the people of that so-called Republic 
know what it is all about, but cer- 
tainly no one else seems to. 

Nothing more became Premier 
Rutherford In oflice than his leav- 
ing it. We are not going to in- 
quire into the rights and wrongs of 
the Waterways contract. All we 
have to say is that Mr. Rutherford 
has been wise to hand in his resigna- 
tion. 



And now it is said that Messrs. 
Mackenzie & Mann have refused 
$50,000,000 for their interests in the 
Canadian Northern. We are not 
surprised. If they had that much 
more money to their credit they would 
have to find some pla^e to put it, .and 
they would look long before finding 
a more promising security than the 
stock of the' railway that they have 
been instrumental • in creating.

Garbage receptacles should bo 
covered and removed at regular inter- 
vals, and the surroundings sprinkled 
with lime. The above action will be 
well repaid in results. To be effective 
the campaign against- the houselly 
must be Joined in by all. Householders 
attending to their own premises have 
a right to demand similar action from 
their neighbors.

R. M. Palmer, of Kam- 
loops; together with Messrs. W. C

secretary. Plans for the coming year 
were discussed at length, and satis- 
faction expressed at the rapidly in- 
creasing membership. 

It was decided that all members of 
the association shall receive in future 
the Fruit Magazine, a Vancouver pub- 
lication which has been adopted as 
tho ofliclal organ of the association. 
Progress wns reported as to tho or- 
ganization, of a crop-reporting system 
for this Province and competitors in 
the states for the south; telegraphls 
reports from all centres will bo re- 
ceived, and weekly and monthly bul- 
letins will he issued. Fair progress 
is reported in connection with the af- 
filiation of fruit growers' associations 
throughout the Province.

Grant Towards Entertainmont of 
Manufacturers — Health Officer 
Despatched to Stewart. 

At a protracted meeting of the pro- 
vincial executive yesterday a very

CONDEMNS BRICK WORK 



As a Result Work Performed Upon 
Now Westminster Land Registry 
Office Must Be Torn Out. 



As a result of Investigations mudc 
by the Public Works Department, ail 
of the brick work in tho walls of the 
new Land Registry office under con- 
struction at New Westminster will 
havo to be removed, and Contractor 
Charles Allen now has a gang of men 
at work on tho demolition. A num- 
ber of other alterations are also to be 
made, the estimated cost of which ex- 
ceeds $11,000. It is expected that the 
building will eventually be ready for 
occupancy some time before the end 
of June. 

Tho erection of this building was

A slight change 
In the plans has also been made, pro- 
viding accommodation for the New

Here and There 



A very Interesting question . has 
been raised by the action of a yoimg 
stetiograpliur hi the Department of the 
Interior In the United States who has 
published Information acquired by 
lilrn In the course of his employment. 
It can easily bo seen Unit' great harm 
would be done If those to whom \i 
committed the duty of copying confi- 
dential letters, whether In public or 
private offices, should betray their 
trust. Yet II often happens that 
young people from the mere love of 
talking spread reports of what goes 
on in the offices in Which they are 
employed. 

It may be that there are occasions 
In which a betrayal nt confidence may 
be justifiable, but it Is safe to say 
that they arc very few indeed. The 
stneographer should look upon her 
work as something In which she Is 
only personally concerned to the ex- 
tent of carrying out the Instructions 
received as carefully as possible. 
Further than that, the machine on 
which she operates ought not to be 
more silent, when not In use, than she 
is. It Is satisfactory to know that 
the person who repeated what hail 
been learned In confidence whs not a 
woman. The Immense majority of 
women who fill positions of trust 
have proved that the often repeated 
statement that "a woman cannot keep 
a secret" Is a fallacy, and all girls 
who intend to tuko up the work of 
Stenography and typewriting should 
train themselves not to repeat what is 
told them In business hours. 

It ought to be unnecessary In these 
days to speak or write against the 
practice of giving children "soothing 
syrup" for the purpose of keeping 
them quiet. It was long ago proved 
that opiates never did so much harm 
as when administered to helpless chil- 
dren. But as long as there arc wo- 
men who prefer their own ease to the 
good of the children put into their 
charge, the child's cries will be hush- 
ed in the way that seems easiest. 
There are, too, foolish mothers who 
cannot bear to hear their babies fret 
and cry and who, without consulting 
a doctor, give them anything to keep 
them quiet with the false Idea that 
they are treating them kindly. Those 
who do this are not only hurting the 
babies, but are storing up trouble for 
themselves. The weakened nerves 
will have their revenge and the sick 
child will require large doses of the 
poisonous mixture. The wise woman 
will never give a child an opiate of 
any kind except by a doctor's order. 
The servant who does so without per- 
mission should not be allowed to care 
for a child a day. 

The women of the United States 
who want the suffrage have adopted 
modern political methods. They have 
formed a "Political Equality Associa- 
tion," which has already six branches. 
The last one to be organized Is that 
of trained nurses. The leading speak- 
ers are Mrs. Belmont, Mrs. Ida Hos- 
ted Harper, Miss Alberta Hill and Dr. 
Elizabeth j. Corbett. These ladles 
have undertaken to convince both 
men and women that the granting of 
the female suffrage will be the great- 
est advantage to the State. The 
speech made by Dr. Corbett to the 
nurses does not seem to contain more 
sound argument than that of the aver- 
age politician who appeals to the feel- 
ings and prejudices of his audience. 
She said, however, that "We must ap- 
peal to the individuals to let their con- 
duct be so characterized by honesty 
and integrity that those coming Into 
contact with them will realize what a 
high exponent of citizenship the wo- 
man suffrage movement creates, so 
that men at the polls may not hesi- 
tate to vote for so worthy n measure." 
It may be that this method of work- 
ing Is necessary, but It does not com- 
mend Itself to most women. One 
could have wished that appeals to the 
reason and sense of right of the In- 
dividual would have been sufficient 
to bring about what these suffragists 
look upon as a great reform. But 
nothing in these days seems to be 
accomplished without organization. 
To keep corruption from entering in- 
to political organizations has proved 
to be a very hard task for men and 
it is to be feared that women will not 
succeed where they have failed. All 
the advantages that are claimed for 
woman suffrage are not to be weighed 
against the deterioration of character 
that too often results when success 
Is gained by doubtful means. Hon- 
estv of purpose and disinterestedness 
are worth more to women than any 
political triumph. 

The necessity of disinfecting books 
which have been exposed to contagion 
is not always realized. In these days 
when BChoolbooks are the properly of 
the school, it Is easier than formerly 
to be sure that the book which a 
pupil suffering from measles or 
scarlet fever or other Infectious dis- 
ease has used, is destroyed, But there 
are other volumes which cannot be so 
readily burned. The ledger over 
which a sufferer from tuberculosis has 
bent day after day may be too valu- 
able to be parted with, and yet It Is 
quite 'possible that bis successor may 
contract the disease while turning 
over its pages on pouring over its 
columns, There is always some 
danger that infection may enter the 
volumes which careless readers have 
borrowed from the public library. 
After many experiments It has been 
discovered that the best disinfectant 
is hot air. An English medical man, 
according to the Boston Transcript, 
confirms the conclusions arrived at 
by an American investigator. "Dr. 
Ronney," we are told, "publishes his 
results In Public Health, finding that 
formaldehyde is not efficient, and that 
steam is not satisfactory on account 
of the injury that it docs to the bind- 
ings ami glue. Renney tried his ex- 
periments very carefully, Infecting 
various books with scarlatina, diph- 
theria and typhoid fever. His method 
of determining- the sterility Of the 
books aftor the experiments was by 
cutting strips from the pages with 
sterile scissors and handling these 
slips with sterile forceps and putting 
the. strips Into nutrient broth. He 
declares in favor of hot air, giving his 
books an exposure of an hour or two 
to 180 to 190 Centigrade, claiming 
that fills will not injure the binding. 
Richards hi his experiments found 
formaldehyde to bo not sufficiently 
penetrative to destroy the germs with 
certainty. He used dry, steam; how- 



ever, and reported favorably, on that. 
The matter is quite an Important one, 
since it Is customary to destroy the 
books belonging to the libraries of the 
schools that have been in use in the 
homes where infectious disease has 
been found. The monetary value of 
the property thus destroyed Is con- 
siderable, and a method that will ster- 
ilize with certainty such volumes Is 
a desideratum. In the same connec- 
tion It is interesting to note that, n 
suburban town has a plan that cares 
for soma of these volumes, when they 
are light in character, for they arc 
placed in the special libraries of the 
Infectious 'wa,rd,s. Patients who arc 
convalescent have plenty of time to 
read, and books from infected houses 
are quite as .serviceable as any others, 
provided, or course!, that during the 
time that it lasts the infection Is 
similar to that of the ward. The 
books will hurt no one in the ward, 
and they are not allowed to leave It, 
so their time of usefulness Is ex- 
tended." 

A few days ago Principal Watt, of 
Chicago, said some very interesting 
things about his experiments in open 
air schools for children. At first these 
rooms were only used for pupils who 
were ill, now many healthy boys and 
girls are placed in schools which tiro 
practically open. He declares that 
the trouble with heated rooms is not 
only the temperature, but the dryness. 
"This room we are sitting In is twice 
ns dry as Sahara," he is reported to 
have declared at a meeting held in 
Boston of the heads and officers of the 
different boards of health. One re- 
sult of the dryness of the air, is the 
ruin of the mucous membrane of the 
nose and mouth. Dr. Watt told his 
hearers that the mucous membrane 
distilled each day a pint of the finest 
bactericide known, deadly to certain 
microbes. "Under the Influence day 
after day of air without humidity. It 
dries and cracks and becomes a cul- 
ture medium instead. Here the first 
great bulwork of the body Is broken 
down and an invitation Is offered to 
the micro-organism to come in and be 
welcome.' 

If tills is true, the need for a differ- 
ent system of ventilation for houses 
as well as schoolrooms is urgent.

Watt tells us, too, that open-air treat- 
ment has taken the place of surgery 
in the Bellevue hospital, in the case 
of adenoids. He Is testing this by ex- 
periments with children In the open 
air schools. Every day Is proving 
more clearly that nature, herself, Is 
the best physician, and that all who 
will, may study her. laws.

Presbyterian Church's Govern- 
ing Body in Canada to De- 
bate Question of Church 
Union 



The British Columbia clergymen 
who will attend the general assembly 
of the Presbyterian church of Can- 
ada on June 1 and following days are 
Rev. Principal Maekay, Rev. G. A. 
Wilson, Superintendent of Missions; 
Rev. K. D. McLaren, D. D„ Rev. John 
Campbell. D. D., of Victoria; Rev. 
Logic MacDonnel, of Vernon, and Rev. 
K. M. Eraser. It was In 1900 that thu 
assembly last met in Halifax, whence 
have come many of the men who have 
been conspicuous in the life and work 
of the church from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. The last time that n 
Halifax man occupied the Moderator's 
chair was ten years ago, when the 
late Rev. Dr. Pollock officiated. Since 
then, however, a well-known Nova 
Scotlan divine, and the father of two 
eminent men in the educational work 
of the church, Rev. Dr. falconer, of 
PIctou, N. S., has been in the chair. 
It is not improbable that the next 
moderator will bo chosen from among 
Halifax men and the name of Rev. 
Dr. Forrest, principal of Dalhousle 
University, and one of the eminent 
men in the councils of the denomin- 
ation, is mentioned In connection witli 
that honor. The name of Dr. Forrest 
will rank favorably with the other 
lower province divines who have, since 
1SS0, occupied the moderator's chair, 
namely, Rev. Dr. MacRao, St. John, 
1880; Principal McNtght, Halifax, 
1 S8r> ; Rev. Dr. Burns, Halifax, U.X7; 
Rev. Dr. Sedgowlck, Tatamagouchc, 
JM"3; Rev. Dr. Cordon, Halifax, ISOli, 
und those already mentioned. The 
province of Nova Scotia has had Its 
full share of the Honors at the dis- 
posal of the assembly. 

Church Union 
A considerable portion of the HCd- 
erunts of each meeting of the as- 
sembly is necessarily taken up With 
the representations of the Various 
branches of the church's work, but 
the meeting in St. Mntthems church, 
Halifax, commencing on June 1, will 
lie of special Importance In view of 
the debate which will tako place on 
the subject of church union. Nego- 
tiations have been- advancing during 
several years between the Presby- 
] lertan, Methodist and Congregational 
; communions looking to a union of 
/ their forces, and it is hoped that an 
epoch-making decision will be reacli- 
I ed, so far as the Presbyterian body Is 
I concerned, at the approaching- as- 
sembly. This will not be accomplish- 
ed without stout resistance on the 
part of a section of the ministerial 
body which Is opposed to the step. 
There are several prominent men who 
do not view the matter In the same 
I light as others, and there Is naturally 
an hqnorable divergence of opinion 
among the laity on the subject. The 
report of the union committee is to 
be discussed nnd the debate will Ijo 
n memorable one. The church union 
movement had Its genesis in the ef- 
forts made as far hack as 1*99 to pre- 
vent the overlapping efforts of differ-' 
cut denominations in mission work, 
more particularly in the more recent- 
ly settled districts whore there wits 
naturally considerable rivalry among 



Eastern Centres Looking This 
Way for Large Part of Their 
Supply and Growers Will 
Receive Benefit 

British Columbia fruit, and particu- 
larly the product of Vancouver Island, 
will be In exceptional demand this year, 
according to advices received from the 
prairie sections. With the first pick- 
ing of the strawberry crop from the 
territory tributary to Victoria finding 
j Its way to market comes the word 
'from eastern cities that for every pound 
I of fruit grown here there is a ready 
! market In the cast, The only limit to 
I the business to be done this season by 
j the Island growers of fruits, and es- 
pecially small fruits, is the amount 
produced. Orders are now being daily 
received by the local fruit exchange, 
and if the product is forthcoming, it 
car per day can be disposed of. 

Reports received here from the neigh- 
boring districts indicate that the straw- 
berry crop will this year be a remark- 
ably good one. Growers are not look- 
ing for any record output, but the crop 
will be a large one, following the par- 
tial failure of last year's, when early 
frosts cut down the, product a third. 
The early arrivals on this market have 
been good both in quality and size. 
This year the first berries arrived on 
the 21st, three days earlier than last 
year, but the shipments will not be free 
for two or three weeks. Weather con- 
ditions have been go<-d, though a little 
more moisture at this date would make 
further improvement. In other small 
fruits the outlook for a good crop of 
good quality fruit Is excellent. 

Profitable Methods 
A tribute to the care with which 
the local growers pack and ship their 
product to the prairies is paid by John 
Drummond, local manager of the A'ic- 
toria Fruit Exchange. He stated yes- 
terday that all last year there was 
not a loss of more than fifteen cents 
per car the whole season, and that 
eastern dealers have commented most 
favorably on the condition of the fruit 
arriving at the eastern centres. . The 
sytsem of cold storage cars put on the 
E. & X. railway last year proved a 
boon to the shipper and the same ex- 
cellent service will be in operation this 
season. Since the inception of the 
Fruit Growers' association, special care 
has been taken in instructing the grow- 
ers in the art of picking and packing 
fruit, and this educational campaign 
has been productive of splendid results 
In the quality of the fruit finding its 
way to the eastern markets, and the 
consequent enhanced returns to the 
grower. 

With the certain heavy demand from 
the east and a growing local market, 
dealers here do not look for any 
marked reduction in prices as compared 
with previous years. As the crop moves 
more freely to market present figures 
will naturally be reduced, but the fruit 
w!!l be no glut on the market, and 
growers will receive good returns for 
Tfftir product.

A report has been received that the 
negotiations between Canada, the 
United States, Russia and Japan with 
regard to tho question at pelagic 
sealing;, have been practically con- 
cluded, and a treaty will be announced 
shortly under the terms at which 
sealing at sea will be completely sus- 
pended for a long term of years, and 
the United States government Will 
compensate the owners of tho Victoria 
sealing lleet for the loss of their In- 
dustry. The statement is made that 
under the new treaty Canada will bo 
given a percentage of the proceeds 
derived from the farming of the herds 
of fur seals on the Pribyloff islands, 
which arc expected to increase ex- 
ceedingly in number with the cessa- 
tion of land and sea killing. Tho 
stoppage of pelagic sealing will apply 
to the whole of the North Pacific 
ocean, and the sealing fleet of Japan, 
as well as those of Victoria, will have 
to seek other occupation. It is not un- 
likely that many of them may be used 
as deep-sea fishing craft. Under the 
new treaty, which is expected to be 
announced as soon as several minor 
agreements are concluded, the inter- 
ested nations will pass local laws 
making it an offense to hunt fur seals, 
and tho business of pelagic sealing 
will be ended, for many years at least. 

Regulations Dead 

The fact is not generally known 
that the regulations of the Bering 
Sea award have not been renewed. 
The term of their enforcement expired 
a few months ago, and no renewal 
has been since announced, as far as 
can be learned. The agreement was 
made between Great Britain and ,the. 
United States in 189-1, and was re- 
newable each five years. The last] 
term expired at the close of last year, | 
and it is generally understood that; 
the question of renewal was suspend- 
ed awaiting the conclusion of the 
treaty which has been under negotla-l 
tion for some months botween tho' 
four nations most interested in pela-j 
gic sealing. 

H. M. S. Algerine will probably] 
leave for the Bering Sea next month. 
No instructions have yet been receiv- 
ed, but orders are anticipated in- 
structing the sloop-of-war to repre- 
sent Groat Britain in northern wat- 
ers. There will be six Canadian seal- 
ing schooners in the northern sea this 
season, and, according to statements 
made by Capt. Foley in command of 
the United States revenue cutter ser- 
vice in northern waters before he left 
for the north on the U. S. S. Wann- 
ing, there may be some seisures, and 
incidentally some claims for damages. 
Capt. Foley seems to have an idea 
that the regulations entitle him to 
seize any vessel found jn northern 
waters with sealing equipment on 
board. The majority of the schooners 
from Victoria will hunt sea otter off 
the Falrweather grounds until the 
summer sealing season opens, and 
Capt. Foley threatens to selzo any of 
these his vessels find. In so doing ho 
will make an unlawful seizure, for, 
under the regulations — If they aro 
still in force — no power is given him 
to seal up firearms on board any ves- 
sel, much les3 to seize a vessel, with- 
out the master of the vessel in ques- 
tion requests him to seal up tho arms. 
Last year the Bear sealed up the arms

The 
Yucatan, after being partially sub- 
merged many months on the Alaskan 
coast, was flouted on Sunday by the 
Puget Sound Salvage company's 
steamer Santa Cruz, the big centrifu- 
gal pumps of the British Columbia 
Salvage company being sent north to 
pump out tho Yucatan alter tempor- 
ary repairs were made to her hull. 



The despatch published by tho 
evening newspaper under date of 
Loudon, stating that a lleet of 200 
British warships, including battle- 
ships, armored cruisers, torpedo boats 
and destroyers would make a world- 
circling cruise, Including a call at 
Esquimau In 1911, Is ridiculed by 
naval olilcera at Esquimau. 

Commander Vivian, of H. M. S. 
Shearwater, said yesterday: "We 
have not received Information of tho 
intention of the admiralty to de- 
spatch any such fleet, and I do not 
think we are likely to. Tho state- 
ment is absurd. Such a cruise would 
be most Improbable," (there was dis- 
tinct emphasis on the most.) "OH 
course, It Is not unlikely that a cruiser 
squadron, say four or five cruisers ut 
the most, might make such a voyage, 
but a fleet of 200 vessels Is altogether 
unlikely to bo despatched on a long 
cruise of this kind. Anyone can see 
the ludlcrousness of such a report. 

Other naval officers expressed them- 
selves In similar terms. It Is remark- 
able, said one, what nonsense is print- 
ed at times regarding the Intention of 
the admiralty, but this thing caps the 
climax. It would be. the most unlikely 
thing for the admiralty to detach ten 
fighting ships, much less two hun- 
dred, for a long cruise Btich us that 
reported in the telegram." 

Other Absurdities 

Some of the naval officers pointed 
out other absurdities in the story. Tho 
Inclusion of torpedo boats in a fleet 
made up for such a cruiso was con- 
sidered nonsensical, It being most un- 
likely that theso vessels would bo 
called upon to undertake such lengthy 
voyages as would be included in a 
world trip such as suggested. 

While tho coaling facilities of the 
Empire are adequate to the needs of 
20C vessels on such a cruise the sup- 
ply would entail a serious problem. 
A great lleet of colliers would have to 
bo withdrawn from the general carry- 
ing trade, and the ■ victualling, etc., 
would involve quite a problem. 

"But why discuss it at till said one 
of tho naval ottlffcers," the whole 
thing is too ludicrous for serious con- 
sideration. .Anyone knows that the 
situation in Europe precludes tho 
withdrawal of anything like tho stated 
number of vessels from home waters." 

Frederic Vllliers, the noted British 
war correspondent, who is now in Vic- 
toria, laughed when told of the de- 
spatch, lie said such a story might 
do for the "big gooseberry season. It 
was absurd." 

"With the existing political situation 
with regard to Germany the With- 
drawal of two hundred warships from 
the naval force in the North Sea would 
be an unheard of thing," he said. "The 
withdrawal of twenty would bo most 
unlikely. When one remembers liow 
the fighting units of the British navy 
have been concentrated for the past 
few years In home waters tho value 
of such a report can easily be esti- 
mated." 

The Coal Consumption 

Tho cruise of two hundred fighting 
ships on such a voyage as that stated 
in the United Press report, from Eng- 
land to Gibraltar, thence to South 
Africa, to India, Australia, the Orient, 
San Francisco and Esquimau, would 
be an appalling undertaking. The 
average small cruiser burns from six 
to nine tons of coal per hour, battle- 
ships much more. At an economical 
speed the voyage might be made with 
each vessel burning an average of six 
tons of coal per hour. This would 
mean that a lleet of two hundred ves- 
sels would barn over 200,000 tons of 
coal in seven days steaming, and on a 
run such as a voyage across the 
Pacific would Involve 500,000 tons. To 
carry the supplies needed at each 
coaling station a fleet of about 250 or 
300 colliers would bo required. As 
one of the naval olllcers remarked 
yesterday. "Such a cruise would in- 
volve some difficulties."

There are many 
ships afloat whoso masts run to this 
height and some even greater and 
shipping men say that If New West- 
minster hopes to get Its share of ship- 
ping trade the fewer obstructions put 
In the way of a ship the bettor. 

The Marlechen was towed into the 
river a few days ago but has been 
forced to anchor on tho seaward side 
of the bridge. The delay will cost 
nbout $150 a day and tho skipper 
wants to know who will pay it? 

The Fraser River mills have char- 
tered the vessel and her lay clays start 



when she arrives at tho mill' wharf 
ready to take cargo. Consequently 
. tlie mill is not responsible for tho 
delay. The only solution of the diffi- 
culty Is for the' Maricchen to strike 
her topgallant masts but this will In- 
volve an expenditure of some $500 and 
the captain does not see why ho 
should be put to this expense because 
the cross-river wires are so low His 
crew are deserting after the manner 
of all windjammer complements which 
strike this coast and he will have to 
biro labor to strike his topgallant 
spars and set them lip again and he 
thinks the B.C.K.R. should pay for tho 
job. 

In the meantime the puzzled Rus- 
sian is keeping tho wires hot and 
hopes that Ottawa will send Instruc- 
tions of the B.C.K.R. to raise their 
wires to a sufficient height to permit 
of the most lofty sailing vessels get- 
ting up river to the mill. .

Millions of Bushels of Wheat 
Thrown on Declining Market 
Causing Sensational De- 
clines in the 'May Delivery 



CHICAGO. May 20.— ThiH has been 
tho biggest day In wheat trade for many 
months. When tho market opened the 
trade was diverted in its attention from 
tho new crop months for a time by re- 
ports of nearly 700,000 bushels of Du- 
luth wheat intended for Chicago May 
delivery had been diverted to Buffalo. 
This led to tallt of settlement of some 
kind between tho bull leuders and Ino 
shorts In that month. There was a 
suspicion that the holdings of bull lead- 
ers for Septamber wore coming on tho 
market. Later In the session when this 
selling was redoubled and the volume 
of it amounted to millions of bushels, 
there was no getting away from the 
conclusion that the lines of the big bull 
leaders were being liquidated. Although 
a number of the largest houses in the 
trade had lines of large volume to cover 
the selling pressure was so great that 
prices continued to yield and before the 
close showed an extreme break of about 
live cents for the new crop months,
